If the distance be 
tween the anemometers ts increased te 
twenty-three or twenty-four feet, the 
usual length of an aeroplane, the dif- 
ferences in the velocity of the wind 
shown by them are oceasionatly enor- 
mous, but of very brief duration.

Mexico presided. Resolutions were 
adopted, denouncing the “American 
government’s policy and denounced 
Villa as “an, outlaw and a myrdere..” 

According to the evidence, Mr. Ben- 
ton went to Villa’s office in Juarez, 
Mexico (opposite Bl Paso), to provost 
against the looting of his ranch by 
‘some of _ Villa’s soldiers. He had 
‘known Villa for years and had a poor 
opinion of him. 

' Angry. words ‘were exchanged, and 
it is reported that Villa struck Pen- 
ton with the butt end of his revolvex. 
Benton fell dead or insensible. A few 
“hours later Villa: admitted to the 
American Consul that. Benton was 
dead. He ¢laimed that court-martial 
had found the Schotchman guilty of 
attempting. to assassinate him, and 
had condemned him to be shot ‘m- 
mediately, which was done, This story 
is not believed by many; it is regard- 
ed as an invention to excuse Villa. 

The Mexican official report is that 
Benton ‘tried to shoot’ Villa. The 
former’s friends say that-he went un- |: 
armed. In the absence of any proof 
the ‘Government may have to accept 
the Villa version. In any-case, Viila 
disregarded the warnings \of the 
United States against “sumniary e>- 

ecutions” of foreigners. . -
